But, purely from the standpoint of the

The first such day of prayer occurred 
late in May of 1940 

At that time, the British expeditionary 
army had been fighting desperately in 
Flanders. Before the ferocious force of 
the Nazi tide, this army had been cornered 
down to a French line of beach. 

Its condition was hopeless. Military ex- 
perts declared it could not be saved, The 
whole Empire awaiting in horror the news 
of a massacre that seemed to be inevitable 
n re that would leave Britain de- 
fenseless and open to the invasion of Hit- 
ler’s hordes, 


Intervention? 
On that last Sunday in May, the King 
asked for a day of prayer. 
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On the following Monday and Tuesday, 
word began to trickle through that the 
British army was being evacuated from 
Dunkerque —not by force of arms, not by 
any subtle strategy, but by a supreme ef 
fort of the British spirit which, through 
the night, had been reinforced and uplifted 
to a sublime peak it had seldom achiev- 
ed before 

These are the facts 

No one needs to accept them. No one 
needs to read into them any evidence of 
divine intervention 

But that man would be dull, indeed, 
who maintained that Dunkerque was not 
a miracle of the spirit and that a refresh- 
ment of the spirit was not a direct conse- 
quence of any day of prayer
